Applicants respectfully petition for the USPTO to provide certified copies of the 
instant application as filed on compact disc. Applicants have been required to submit such 
certified copies to the European Patent Office for related European patent applications 
which claim priority to the instant application through the Paris Convention and the Patent 
Cooperation Treaty. Applicants have sought to obtain certified copies through the Office 
of Public Records using ordinary procedures, but have been unsuccessful due to the 
extreme size of the application. In order to prevent the loss of Applicants' priority claims 
to the instant application, Applicants hereby request that the Office provide certified 
copies of the instant application as filed on compact disc.

1. The instant application was properly filed on September 12, 2001. The application 
as filed contains a specification of about 4546 pages and a sequence listing of 
about 12317 pages, as well as a fee transmittal form, patent application transmittal 
letter, executed Declaration, Statement Under 37 CFR 1.821(f), Transmittal and 
Submission under 37 CFR 1.824 and 1.52(e)(3)(ii), and Assignment Recordation 
Cover sheet with Executed Assignment. See Copy of Official Filing Receipt 
(Exhibit A); Date-Stamped Postcard indicating receipt by OIPE on September 12, 
2001 and Serial Number Postcard (Exhibit B). 

2. Applicants have filed International Applications claiming priority to the instant 
application, including, for example, PCT/US02/09135, filed on March 26, 2002. 
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Enter artifact number below. Artifact number is application number + 
artifact type code (see list below) + sequential letter (A, B, C . . .). The first 
artifact folder for an artifact type receives the letter A, the second B, etc..

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3. When International Application No. PCT/US02/09135 was filed with the U.S. 
Receiving Office, Applicants requested and paid for a certified copy of the instant 
application as filed to be prepared and transmitted to the International Bureau by 
the USPTO in its capacity as the U.S. Receiving Office. See PCT Request, Box VI 
(Exhibit C). 

4. The International Bureau never received a certified copy of the instant application. 
See EPO Form 1111 from EP Application No. 02756084.6-2405, the EP national 
stage of International Application No. PCT/US02/09135 (Exhibit D). As indicated 
therein, the right to priority will be lost unless the certified copy is filed. 

5. Attorneys for Applicants have contacted the Office of Public Records to obtain an 
additional certified copy of the application as filed through normal channels 
pursuant to 37 C.F.R. §§ 1.13 and 1.19(b)(1), but were informed after telephone 
inquiries that due to the large size of the application, only 100 pages would be 
produced and certified if a request for a certified copy was filed. 

6. Attorneys for Applicants have been notified by the European Patent Office that 
certified copies of priority documents containing only the first 100 pages of the 
document are not acceptable, rendering the Office of Public Records proposal 
unworkable. As stated in Exhibit D, an "exact copy" is required. Moreover, 
Attorneys for Applicants are unaware of any authority allowing the Office of 
Public Records to provide only a partial certified copy when a certified copy of an 
entire application as filed has been requested. 

7. Pursuant to 1278 OG 261, "Copies of File Contents Available on Compact Disc- 
Partial Waiver of 37 CFR 1.19(b)" (January 27, 2004), copies from the USPTO 
files may be supplied as electronic files on compact disc regardless of the media on 
which those records were originally submitted to the Office. 

8. Attorneys for Applicants have been advised that for large applications for which 
certified copies are not otherwise obtainable from the USPTO, Applicants may 
submit copies of the application as filed in electronic form on compact disc, 
together with a petition and a statement that the files are the same as the 
application as filed. The Office will then certify the compact disc copies.
